Chicago, Sept. 21.—Eli Whitney 
won fame years ago when he invent- 
ed the cotton gin, but engineers for 
the International Harvester Company 
here are now striving to perfect a 
machine which will far distance even 
the wildest dreams of Whitney.

Another example that  scientiffe 
farming pays is the harvested yield 
of corn on one acre on the farm of 
Mr. W. R. Snellerove, of Ozark, rfd 
number 2. Mx, Snellgrove planted 
one aere Of corn on an acre that had 
oeen planted in hairy veteh the pre- 
coding fall. 

The harvested yield of corn on this 
one aere was 55 bushels. Myr. Snell- 
grove states that he has never been 
able to produce over 20 bushels on 
this same aere, regardless of the use 
of commercial fertilizers.

By following certain well-defined 
rules, any farmer can obtain good 
wages for tuking cure of milk cows,

Records covering Yl furms in one 
county, uathered by the Minnesota 
College of Auriculture, showed that 
the wages recbived for the tine spent 
on milk cows yiried fromas high as T7 
cents per hour to as low as 7 cents 
Since the farms were oli in the same 
locality and bad the sume omvhet, this 
varintion must be attributed to dif 


ferences In the methods employed. 

The principal rules by which to ob 
tain good wages for milking cows, as 
shown by the actin. experience of 
many farmers, ave us follows: 

1, Keep cows sived by pure-bred 
bulls of high producing ancestry, 

2. Weed out the poor producers, as

One of the most important factors 
in determining the wages reeeived for 
milking cows fs the rate of production 
per cow, An average production of 
800 pounds of butter fat ts a reason 
able goal In some fluid milk districts, 
it has been found that dalrymen 
whose cows produce tess than 9,000 
pounds a year stood little chance of 
making a profit. A farmer who keeps 
average cows producing only 140 to 
165 pounds of butter fat a yeur can 
not expect to recelya good wages for 
taking care of them
